In a time like this, it is fashion- 
able for leaders of those who 
preach, teach and organize for 
defiance of law and court decisions 
to deplore violence and say, ‘‘We 
are not responsible.

In_High Places 


Men and women in high places 
who organize groups to resist 
court orders, those who urge 
pledges of never surrendering, and 
who encourage those of the Klan 
mentality, did not toss the ex- 
plosive at the school. But in a 
very real sense, their hands were 
there just the same, because, if 
those who are willing to commit 
bombings, physical assaults and 
other crimes of violence were not 
encouraged by those in established 
positions who curse the court, who 
say that American judges are 
Communists, who reveal their own 
state of mind to be that of law 
violators, the lawless would not 
become so emboldened. 


But, as always, when the fruits 
of their planting are harvested, 
they recoil and say, “We deplore 
this. We never meant such things 
to happen.”’ 


And there are always those who 
try to suggest that perhaps it. was 
done ‘“‘by the others,” by those 
who want to bring discredit on 
organizations publicly preaching 
defiance of law and no surrender 
to the orders of the government 
of the United States. 


There are always excuses for 
not doing what is right, for not 
obeying law and the processes of 
courts. 


So, once again, as in the bomb- 
ing of the Atlanta Temple—and of 
schools and churches in other 
cities—we have a harvest of 
things sown. It was but a few days 
ago an Atlanta Klan leader public- 
ly advocated destroying schools. 


Leadership Tested 


Once again Southern leadership 
is put to the test. 


Here again we have the essence 
of the Greek tragedy. In the end 
the decent; civilized people will 
prevail.«In the end there will be 
education for all children. Bomb- 
ers prave nothing by bombing, or 
destroying a school or church. God 
still lives. Learning remains. 


The tragedy is that even though 
the end of the play is known, 
there must be needless suffering, 
violence and ugly lawlessness on 
the loose. , 


It isn’t always easy to be an 
American. There are times when 
we must surrender our own per- 
sonal wishes, emotions, and pref- 
erences for the common good. We 
have had waves of prejudice move 
across our country at different 
periods in its history. They have 
all broken against the common 
sense and decency of the Ameri- 
can who knows that his country 
must offer the same great asset 
to all of its citizens—freedom, 
liberty, dignity and opportunity. 


This must be within the reach of: 


all citizens. |

ALGIERS (#—Moslems defiant- 
ly waving the flag of nationalist 
rebellion rioted again Monday in 
Algiers but finally were penned 
up in their teeming quarters by 
French soldiers and riot police. 
The death toll from four days of 
disorder rose to 90. 


The mobs vented their fury on 
Jews in the native quarter, sack- 
ing Jewish stores and looting a 
house of worship on the edge of 
the quarter. Police dispersed them 
with tear gas grenades. An army 
helicopter fired on a rebel flag 
hoisted above the building. 


Hundreds of Jews fled the na- 
tive quarter at this abrupt mani- 
festation of the ancient hostility 
between Moslem and Jew. 


President Charles de Gaulle 
abruptly cut short by a day his 
planned six-day visit to Algeria to 
sell his plan of home rule for the 
rebellious territory. He will head 
back to Paris Tuesday. 


De Gaulle has remained in the 
back country, far from the rioting 
in the cities, which started with 
his arrival on Friday. He appar- 
ently decided he can deal more 
effectively with the crisis from the 
seat of government, 


His hopes of solving the six- 
year - old rebellion in Algeria 
through self - determination was 
jolted earlier in the day by Ferhat 
Abbas, premier of the rebel gov- 
ernment in exile.

NEARLY 100 DIE 


The death toll stood near 100 
for the period since late last 
week, when one arm of the storm 
pounded the West. The storm then 
moved eastward to link up with 
another severe disturbance from 
the South, and spend itself on the 
coast with doubled strength. 


New York’s evening rush hour, 
even with the storm past, escaped 
utter pandemonium only because 
sO many commuters were snow- 
bound all day in their homes. 
Train schedules were torn up. 


ROADS CLOGGED 


The huge Port Authority Bus 
Terminal, normally humming 
with 3,000 arriving and departing 
buses a day, was quiet as a ham- 
let depot, with only an occasional 
bus moving. Many roads in New 
Jersey were clogged. A line of 
stalled cars and trucks more than 
four miles long blocked north- 
bound lanes of the Jersey Turn- 
pike at one point. 


At Mystic, Conn., 10 stores and 
business houses were destroyed in 
a fire that raged out of control 
for three hours in the midst of 
the storm. Damage unofficially 
was estimated at $1 million or 
more.

Herter Oft

NATO Talk 


WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter left for 
Paris Monday night prepared to 
tell the North Atlantic Treaty 
allies that the United States may 
have to consider a ‘‘material red- 
deployment” of its troops in 
Europe unless its dollar troubles 
are substantially alleviated. 


Secretary of Treasury Robert 
R. Anderson and Secretary of 
Defense Thomas S. Gates Jr., who 
will be the other U.S. representa- 
tives at the council meeting, flew 
on the same plane with Herter. 
The meeting will be held from 
Dec. 16 to 18. 


According to informed sources 
here, President Eisenhower gave 
Herter oral instructions to indi- 
cate to the NATO council that a 
withdrawal of some American 
forces may be the only alterna- 
tive open to the U.S. If this coun- 
try does not get sufficient help 
from its allies in its balance of 
payments difficulties.

Cuba Cities 
Bombed by 
Leaflets 


HAVANA (UPI)—A fleet of 
“ghost planes’’ showered hun- 
dreds of thousands of anti-Castro 
leaflets on Cuba’s major cities 
early Monday in the boldest de- 
fiance of the regime since it took 
office. 


The “leaflet raid’ on Havana, 
carried out by a single, high- 
flying raider, started shortly after 
1 a.m. while a crowd milled about 
a Communist art show in Cen- 
tral Park. 


Simultaneously, according to 
Cuban exile sources in New York, 
other aircraft made = similar 
‘“‘raids’”’ on major cities in the in- 
terior. 


The leaflets called Cubans ‘“‘to 
arms” in what it said was the 
“decisive hour for liberty.’’ They 
called for an “invisible army’”’ 
within Cuba and warned “every 
Cuban will be judged in the hour 
of victory for his participation in 
the war of liberation.” 


Those Cubans able to join guer- 
rilla forces in the mountains were 
urged to do so. Others were 
called on to sabotage public util- 
ities, vehicles, machinery and 
firearms and to write slogans of 
opposition in theaters, on walls 
and to attend church services and 
to support the Catholic crusade 
against Castro. 


A few hours after the raids, au- 
thorities disclosed that an army 
truck loaded with militiamen had 
plunged off a mountain road near 
the south Cuba city of Trinidad, 
killing six and injuring 60. At 
least 10 of the injured were in 
serious condition. Army investiga- 
tors inspected the wreckage for 
suspected sabotage. 


Unpledged

JACKSON, Miss. (# — Missis- 
sippi’s eight and Alabama’s six 
unpledged presidential electors 
agreed Monday to vote for Sen. 
Harry Byrd, D-Va. 


The 14 unpledged electors were 
elected officially as a move to 
gain civil rights concessions for 
the South and a Southern presi- 
dent. 


The electors met in a session 
closed to the press but open to 
W. J. Simmons of Jackson, ed- 
itor of the prosegregation monthly 
newspaper, the Citizens Council. 


A statement laid down an ulti- 
matum of the other Southern 
states, saying: 


“Whether such a man (as Byrd) 
will be inaugurated as president 
. . . depends upon whether or 
not the people of the South who 
have expressed their dedication 
to the principles of constitutional

Two years ago last October Atlanta’s 
Jewish Temple on Peachtree street was 
bombed late in the night with an appal- 
ling destruction of property. 

Now it is a school that is bombed in 
the early morning hours of Monday, with 
thousands of dollars in damage to pub- 
lic property. Private homes in the neigh- 
borhood were badly damaged. 

Again fortunately there was no loss of 
life. But there could have been and it 
is more than obvious that those who have 
perpetrated these outrages against the 
good name of the City of Atlanta have 
neither respect for property or person. 

These cowardly actions are crimes 
against every citizen of this commu- 
nity. As long as there are such persons 
loose among us, none is safe. No church, 
no school, no business house or home can 
be called secure when there are such 
diseased, hate-filled minds at work under 
cover of darkness, plotting violence and 
destruction. 

To what extent is the community re- 
sponsible? How much to blame are some 
of our political leaders who preach de- 
fiance of law? How can those organized 
groups such as the Klan proclaim their 
peaceful intent when one of their leaders 
loudly exhorts its members on the 
schools, “Let’s burn them up; let’s close 
them up!”?

In naming Chester Bowles as under- 
secretary of state, President-elect Ken- 
nedy chose a man whose experience and 
ability qualifies him for the post. 

At a time when the nation demands the 
strongest leadership in charting foreign 
policy, Kennedy seems to have found it.

That his eyesight is 20-20 is nowhere 
more evident than in his neighbor state, 
Georgia. 

' Atlanta (or Savannah or Rome or 
Brunswick) gets precious little help from 
the State Capitol. 

If Atlanta wants to pay teachers at- 
tractive salaries, it must use its own 
monies. The state doesn’t provide enough. 
(But the state does take money collected 
in Atlanta to support schools in rural 
areas that can’t or won’t maintain their 
own schools.) 

If Atlanta wants to renew its slum 
areas, it must turn to the federal gov- 
ernment. The state doesn’t care to be in 
the urban renewal business. (But it has 
shown great desire to build rural roads.) 


Legislatures which don’t represent the 
people won’t tend to the people’s business. 
Until state house politicians begin to un- 
derstand cities’ rights as well as they 
claim to understand states’ rights, Gov. 
Hollings’ judgment will continue to be 
correct. Legislatures will move more and 
more into the background, further and 
further out of touch with the people. 

And cities will continue to look to 
Washington for the solutions to their 
problems.

Aren’ t Greedy

less well-off people; of getting their ethics tangled into a gag rule that 
invités malpractice suits because they won't advise lawyers, hobbles 
news accuracy because they shy from newspapermen, and abdicates 
doctor leadership on public issues for fear they will say something un- 


popular. 


The doctors were told their group resistance to medical care for 


the aged typifies the kind of foot-dragging that leads the public to 


think they are more anxious to guard their self-interest than to 


measure fairly the public interest. 


The Georgia doctors listened gamely. It is safe to predict, how- 
ever, that the American Medical Assn. will not suddenly swing to 


socialized medicine. 


More than likely we will see the doctors, as a group, back them- 
selves further away from public sympathy by blocking and railing 
at an effective—and inevitable—medical care plan for the elderly 
during the congressional fight. that impends. 

This negative side will predictably print itself upon the public 


mind. The “image” of doctors will not be improved, 


in a society 


concerned with its elderly, to see the doctors concerned with their 


prerogatives.

Meanwhile the public will not be aware of positive facts that 
could put a halo instead of horns on the doctor, because the doctor's 
group, like so many political conservatives, tends to be such an 


*‘aginner”’ 


that it ignores positive argument. 


One example will 


suffice. It is provided by R. C. Cropper, trustee of Macon Hospital. 

Mr. Cropper notes that in Macon Hospital alone last year, doctors 
donated to humanity, without any financial return, 1,691 general op- 
erations which, at $75 each, totaled $126,825 worth; 1,299 minor opera- 
tions, $20 each, $25,980; 1,402 obstetrical cases, $50 each, $70,100; 31,- 
100 charity patient days, $3 per visit, $95,400; outpatient care, 46,- 
402 visits, $3 each, $139,206, for a grand total of $457,511. 

Macon doctors gave away nearly a half million dollars’ worth of 
medical care without gain and said nothing about it at a time when 
75 per cent of the complaints which reached Mr. Cropper came—you 
guessed it—from people who felt greedy doctors were overcharging 


them.

Republican Contest 
Shifts to Congress 


WASHINGTON—Three Republican presiden- 
tial hopefuls for 1964 are already preparing to 
and competing 


mount three wholly different 


pressures on the new Congress. Each man looks upon this as the place 
of crisis, for his o6wn hopes and for the future hopes of the GOP 
itself. Each will try to control, or at least to help shape, the actions 
and tone of the Republican side of that Congress. 


One, Sen. Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona, will sit in Congress and 
sO may have a small operating 
advantage, simply that of being 
on the scene. The other two, 
Richard M. Nixon and Goy. Nel- 
son Rockefeller of New York, 
must exert their influence from 
afar and through congressional 
friends and supporters. 


Thus the wheel of circum- 
stances now turns full circle. A 
year ago, with the White House 
in Republican hands, a solitary 
Republican, Vice President Nixon, 
held a monopoly on the 1960 
presidential nomination. It was 
then the Democrats who—on the 
outside looking in—had a large, 
restless group of aspirants. 


Then, Sens. Kennedy, Johnson 
and Symington were maneuvering 
as rivals toward 1960. Now, be- 
ginning in January, Nixon, Rock- 
efeller and Goldwater will be- 
come the maneuvering rivals— 
this time for 1964.. They take the 
old places of Kennedy, Johnson 
and Symington in the great 
game of musical chairs. 

What is most strikingly new in 
all this is the proof it offers 
of a revolutionary change in the 
realities of power in American 
politics. It used to be _ that 
senators and members of the 
House of Representatives rarely 
achieved decisive stature at 
presidential nominating conven- 
tions.

were the governors. But 1960 
that. The over- 
whelming victor at the Demo- 
cratic convention, John Kennedy, 
was a man of Congress. The run- 
ner-up, Lyndon Johnson, was, 
too. ; 
Now the one governor among 
high GOP prospects for the presi- 
dential prize in 1964, Rockefeller, 
will run his real search for that 
prize in the national forum of 
Congress—not in his home state, 
electorally powerful though it is. 
Nixon is thus left holding the 
middle of the party, the spokes- 
man for its center. His purpose 
will be to support the develop- 
ment of a moderate Republican 
line similar to that on which he 
so very nearly won the presi- 
dency last month. Nixon is 
greatly assisted by the decision 
of his two rivals to challenge 
him in the halls of Congress. 
He has more friends there than 
either of the two others. They 
have chosen to contest with him 
on his home field. It is a long 
time to 1964 and “‘maybe” is a 
safer word than ‘certainly.’ 
But as for probabilities, there 
is this: In this jockeying for 
place Nixon is going to be very 
hard to outdistance, particularly 
in this arena. And, as for cer- 
tainties, there is this: No Repub- 
lican membership of Congress 
will ever have been under more 
persistent courtship from three 
sides. 


Georgia Must Strengthen 
Its Anti-Drag Race Laws 


Another great evil of modern living that young people in particu- 
lar have become addicted to is drag racing. A series of articles in 
The Atlanta Constitution was initiated recently when a full-page 
feature was made of a heart-rending letter received from one of 
those who had been sorely bereft because of drag racing. 


The writer was Mrs. James 
Haynes of Bremen, Ga., who lost 
her husband and a 6-year-old son 
last summer when a drag racer 
plowed into the family car. Mrs. 
Haynes, who was pregnant, and 
her four other sons required hos- 
pital care for some time. 

Since that awful night, a baby 
girl has been born, and the widow 
and bereaved mother is now the 
sole support of five children rang- 


. ing in ages from 3 months to 10 


years. 
Because of this lust for speed, 
11 people have been: killed in 
Georgia in the past six months 
alone. Others have been maimed. 
Among the victims have been a 
young wife on her way to visit a 
seriously ill father, and an out- 
standing police officer. « 
The Constitution reminds us 
editorially’ that drag racing is 
now the concern of us all, and 
observes: “A sport that kills is 
no longer just the concern of 
law enforcement officials.” 
There are few, if any, com- 
munities in Georgia that do not 
have this evil to combat. We

that should be the concern not 
only of the policemen on duty, 
but of city officials, civic lead- 
ers, legislators, teachers, minis- 
ters, and, of course, parents.

He hadn’t seen Lenox Square, 
that behemoth of suburban con- 
venience, that answer to the 
poor parker’s prayer. And when 
he first saw the stores spread 
out all bright and pretty like a 
nosegay with a mile-wide frill 
of parking space around it, he 
wasn’t bug-eyed. He merely 
said thoughtfully, ‘Looks like 
there’s one or two folks down 
there maybe.”’ 


What really brought. an ex- 
clamation of delight from him 
was those funny modernistic 
lighting poles with the orange 
balls poking out in all direc- 
tions. “Martin gourds!” he 
cried approvingly. ‘‘They’re fi- 
nally getting some sense in 
town.” 


While he was here he told me 
about another mountain friend 


who has the same fresh ap- 
proach to quite another mat- 
ter. James Reece, linotype op- 
erator for the Ellijay Times- 
Courier for many years, is a 
man who likes, as we say, to 
“‘loafer’’ around the woods with 
fishing pole or gun. He spends 
many a happy hour prowling 
the hills and coves and, like all 
true woodsmen, it’s a matter of 
deep grief to him that the chest- 
nut trees are not coming back 
any faster. |

a source of income. They say 
mountain children used to gath- 
er the chestnuts and sell them 
in town for the munificent sum 
of 50 cents a bushel and no 
holiday feast was complete 
without them.

Reece has wondered if the 
squirrels and chipmunks and 
wild turkeys will long survive

creasingly hard to find. 

Alone among all the people 
who bemoan the passing of the 
chestnuts, however, Mr. Reece 
has a plan for doing something 
about it. He suggests that for- 
esters and game wardens ~"d, 
for that matter, just plain citi- 
zens who love the woods, equip 
themselves with a pocket full 
of Chinese chestnuts and every 
time they see a likely spot on 
hill or creek bank that they 
plant a chestnut. 

I haven't checked this out

New Orleans 


Rebuffed by 
High Court 


By BETTY PRYOR 

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Su- 
preme Court refused Monday to 
halt the desegregation of New 
Orleans schools with blunt lan- 
guage which all but branded the 
Louisiana Legislature’s anti-in- 
tegration efforts unconstitutional. 


In an unsigned but unanimous 
opinion, the high court rejected 
the state’s request that the inte 
gration orders of a three-judge 
federal court be shelved until all 
appeal action is exhausted. 


Further, the court declared that 
Louisiana’s specially passed state 
laws to block integration were 
based on a legal argument that 
has already been ruled unconsti- 
tutional. They are ‘‘without mer- 
it,”” the high tribunal held. 


Court aides said the action did 
not prevent Louisiana authorities 
from pressing their appeal action. 
But a Justice Department attor- 
ney said he believed any such 
action would be ‘“‘pointless” in 
view of the court’s firm language. 


Louisiana authorities, seeking 
to prevent the integration of two 
previously all-white elementary 
schools, held that a state has a 
right to “‘interpose” itself be- 
tween the federal courts and the 
people in school questions. 


But the Supreme Court said 
“the scope of these enactments 
and the basis on which they were 
found in conflict with the Consti- 
tution of the United States are not 
matters of doubt.”’ 


At issue was the ruling of the 
three-man federal court which 
had thrown out the Louisiana 
legislative “‘package”’ on Nov. 30. 


The original desegregation or- 
der was handed down by Federal 
District Judge J. Skelly Wright 
last May 16. The entry of four 
Negro first graders into two New 
Orleans schools touched off dem- 
onstrations by some white moth- 
ers and anti-integrationists and 
threats of violence against par- 
ents who insisted on: escorting 
their white children into the two 
school buildings. 

The court, in declaring that in- 
terposition is “illegal defiance of 
constitutional authority,” recalled 
that it had similarly thrown out 
the doctrine in the Little Rock 
school case two years ago.

Laws Seen 


‘Legislators Expect 
Debate, No Action 


By CHARLES MOORE 
Constitution Staff Writer s 

ATHENS — The 1961 regular 
session of the General Assembly 
will feature much sound and fury 
on Georgia's school crisis, but no 
actual legislation to keep the pub- 
lic schools open will pass before a 
special session next summer. 

That is the consensus of legis- 
jators attending the second Insti- 
tute for Georgia Legislators here. 
Many note a growing concern 


among legislators about the fu- 


ture of public education, although 
there is still a sizable number 
hoping the issue will disappear if 
it isn’t discussed. 


What will pass the legislature 
will be a new appropriations bill 
and a bond issue to finance a 
major overhaul of the state's ex- 
isting highway system, legislators 
said. 


SCHOOLS TOP ISSUE 


Many legislators polled here 
said they considered the future of 
public schools in Georgia—caught 
between the federal court ham- 
mer and the anvil of state laws— 
will be the basic issue in the ‘61 
session that opens in January. 


But only a few predict any con- 
structive school-preserving legis- 
lation to pass at that time. Most 
of those interviewed here said 
what is needed to spur school ac- 
tion is a federal court order plac- 
ing Négro children in an Atlanta 
school. 


With the prospect of the ul- 
timate closing of all schools, they 
feel the General Assembly will 
then—and only then—take action. 


One middle Georgia legislator 
commented privately such a court 
order ‘“‘would wuntie our hands” 
and permit legislation to be 
passed. 


RURAL HAZARD 


: 
He reported he would like to 


see some action taken soon. But 
as a businessman, in a rural sec- 
tion, he said he can’t appear to 
be even a moderate, backing such 
plans as “‘local option,”’ and not 


suffer economically and _ politi- 


cally. 


But. if faced with a final federal 


court order, he said he ang other 
legislators can go back home and 
tell the people there are only two 
choices: no schools in the whole 
state or a little integration in At- 
lanta. 


He has no doubt which choice 
his custoiners and constituents 
would make 


Rep. Charlie Pannell of Mur- 
ray County is one who feels the 
General Assembly should face 
the school question next summer 
“But I'm afraid it won't,” he 
said. 


MUST SPEAK UP 

Pannell also believes Geor- 
gia citizens, the moderates who 
have kept quiet so far, are going 
to have to start speaking out 
soon. “As citizens, we are going 
to have to accept—our_responsi- 
bilities a lot more than we have 
in the last few.years. Individuals 
have got to speak up to their 
representatives. .. .” 


Sixth District Sen. Dan J. De 
Loach of Statenville said he be- 
lieves the Legislature will have to 
repeal the state constitutional 
section that says schools must be 
segregated. — 


On the basis of federal court 
decree, Georgia will have to el- 
ther repeal its segregation laws 
or shut‘ down the schools, he said. 
“We're going to have to face up 
to it,” he added. “And note this, 
I'm not in faver of one Negro 
entering a white school in Geor- 


gia.” 


Rep. Bill Abney of Walker 
County said the school situation 
will be a big issue in January 
‘“‘but we probably won't do any- 
thing.” 


“How much can we do until we 
have another general election and 
change the Constitution?’ 


TEACHER RAISE SEEN 

Rep. Jack Ray of Warren Coun- 
tv is one who doubts the school 
situation will be an issue in the 
regular session. “The people of 
Georgia want segregated schools.

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US. Court Rejects

HOUSTON, Tex. (®@}—Texas Republicans Monday 
lost their federal court fight to force state officials to 
order a recount of more than 1.25 million paper ballots 
cast in the Nov. 8 presidential election. 


Less than two hours after U. S. 
Judge Ben C. Connally dismissed 
the Republican petition, the state 
board of canvassers met in Austin 
and certified the election 
of 24 Democratic party electors 
pledged to Sen. John F. Kennedy.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Republicans 
Monday lost a court battle to 
boost Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon’s standing in the [Illinois 
presidential election. 


Circuit Judge Thomas Kluczyn- 
ski rejected a GOP demand that 
the Chicago and Cook county elec- 
tion canvassing boards revise 
their vote tallies to correct what 
the Republicans alleged were ir- 
regularities. 


The Republicans charged that 
a recount of Chicago paper bal- 
lots last week showed Nixon pick- 
ing up 5,528 votes if invalid bal- 
lots were thrown out. But accord- 
ing to the tally of the Demo 
cratic-dominated election board. 
Nixon gained only 973 votes. 
Kennedy would have carried Illi- 
nois, however, even by the GOP 
count.

in which a formal request for a 
recount also was denied. 


Hardy Hollers, an Austin attor- 
ney who argued the case before 
Connally for the GOP, said the 
Austin action “virtually cuts off 
om further action under state 
aw.”

Judge Connally in his ruling 
said federal courts do not have 
jurisdiction in vote contests and 
that the GOP did not prove that 
anyone’s rights were violated. 


The GOP contended that more 
than 100,000 ballots had not been 
counted in the Nov. 8 general 
election, and that thousands of 
illegal ballots were counted. 


The election board said the re- 
jected ballots were improperly 
marked so as to indicate a vote 
for three parties. 


They asked Connally to order 
the Texas canvassing board to 
withhold certification of the Dem- 
ocratic electors and to order a re- 
count of paper ballots.

Dynamite in State 


Dynamite or other explosives such as used in 
bombing the English Avenue school early Monday 


morning are not easy to buy in Georgia any more, the 


state fire marshal ‘said Monday afternoon. 


“We tightened up the regula- 
tions after the Temple bombing 
in 1958," F. E. Robinson, the 
marshal, said. He outlined this 
procedure a user of dynamite 
must follow to buy the explosive: 


The user applies to the tax 
commissioner or, tax collector of 
his county or directly to the 
Fire Marshal’s office for a per- 
mit to buy explosives. This form, 
in quadruplicate, shows the pur- 
chaser’s name, his address, the 
use for which he intends the pur- 
chase, the amount of the pur- 


to be stored. 


THUMBPRINT REQUIRED 


The purchaser then must sign 
the application and imprint it 
with his thumbprint. He also 
must keep a monthly inventory 
of the amount of explosive he 
has on hand, how much he uses 
and fot what purpose and how 
much he has left over at the end 
of the month. This information 
must be filed monthly with the 
Fire Marshal. 


The dealer also must keep a 
running inventory of his supplies, 
filing copies with the Fire Mar- 
shal. 


“There is no fee for such appli- 
cations,” Robinson said. “It’s 
some trouble for a _ legitimate 
user, but everyone has to make

Fire Marshal Robinson said that 
Georgia’s neighboring states had 
no such stringent regulations that 
he knew of.

Before the election, a reporter 
suggested to a critic of the “‘court- 
house crowd” that there might not 
be any voting irregularities be- 
cause there were no real contests.

And sure enough, there were 
plenty of irregularities. And The 
Constitution, through official state 
records and with the help of many 
local citizens, was in a position to 
confirm and to report them.

NEVER REGISTERED 

Several persons, interviewed by 
a reporter, said they had never 
registered to vote. “They keep 
you registered down at the court- 
house,” one of them said.

When asked how they did this, 
they said they requested relatives 
to vote for them. And they saw 
nothing wrong in this practice.

He also managed to study a

He joined the army in late 


1940 as a captain in the infantry 
reserve. When war came, he 
served in the military intelligence 
service in the China-Burma-India 
theater. 


He left the army with the rank 
off colonel and was awarded the 
Legion of Merit with oak leaf 
cluster. 


After the war, he became as- 
sistant chief of the Division of 
International Security Affairs in 
the State Department and worked 
his way up. 

In 1946, he became a_ special 
assistant to Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson. 


The next year he was appointed 
director of the Office of United 
Nations Affairs in the: State De- 
partment. 


President Truman nominated 
Rusk for promotion to assistant 
secretary of state in 1949 and, in 
1950, the diplomat took over the 
bureau for Far Eastern Affairs. 


That’s where he made his 
niche. He had studied the art of 
making peace in the world, but 
he knew how to be tough, too— 
he was in: favor. of giving Ameri- 
can aid to guerrillas who, at that 
time, were resisting communism 
on the Chinese mainland. He was 
firmly against diplomatic recog- 
nition of Red China. —

GOOD HEALTH: Let’s

Dear Dr. Molner: About a 
year ago I had a physical ex- 
amination: Blood pressure low, 
but that’s a help, not a hin- 
drance to me. Cholesterol too 
high, and hardening of the 
arteries had started. I was told 
to reduce 35 pounds, down to 
150. I feel fairly good, although 
I suffer from dizzy spells that I 
think are due to the low blood 
pressure. From time to time I 
wonder about the hardening of 
the arteries. As this progresses, 


what signs of trouble should I 
look for? I am 57 years old.— 
Mrs. C. W. A. 


Madam, I don’t know that I 


feel like dredging up things for 
you to worry about. 


For a woman of 57, you sound 
as though you are probably about 
average, when you consider ev- 
erything. Blood pressure low, but 
cholesterol high; arteries harden- 
ing some, but no unfavorable re- 
sults. Weight obviously too high, 
but I assume you followed orders

and got rid of some of the ex- 
cess. 


There’s no way of predicting 
when, or even whether, hardened 
arteries are going to cause any 
trouble. Some people are never 
bothered by them. 


For remember this, hardening 
of the arteries is something that 
comes to all of us, naturally — 
just as our skin texture changes 
and our hair gets grayer and we 
need glasses to read the fine 
print in the telephone book and 


we decide to go home at a sensi- 
ble hour instead of staying at a 
party until dawn. 


You are wise to reduce your, 


weight — and keep it down. If 
your arteries are harder than they 
used to be, it’s not smart to put 


needless strain on them by be 


ing overweight. But don’t spend 
your time waiting for disaster to 
overtake you. I hate to be a 
killjoy but maybe your arteries 
never will bother you. 


At the age of 15 or at 51, 


grow one day older every 24 hours- 
No mote; no less. So instead of 
fussing about the way life is, let’s 
just decide to make life as good 
as we can at any age. That's: the 
sensible attitude. 


Let’s not rail against the fact 
that arteries harden, Let's just 
keep our weight normal and get 
reasonable exercise and have 
periodic physical examination. 

And when we've done what ‘we 
a to stay healthy, let’s for 
Pete’s sake quit worrying and 
looking for trouble.

brick building, shattering win- 
dows. It also damaged doors and 
walls inside the building. 


Capt. Richard M. Barb, of the 
547th Ordnance Detachment of Ft. 
McPherson, headed a demolition 
team that picked up items at the 
scene which are to be tested at 
the Third Army and FBI labora- 
tories in an effort to identify the 
type of explosive used. 


Police would not comment on 
the explosive used, but a general 
feeling persisted that it was a 
liquid-typeé, such as _ nitro-glyce- 
rine, instead of dynamite. One 
officer said nothing was found in 
the foot-<leep crater, three feet 
in diameter, dug in, the street be- 
side the curbing. 


CHARGE FALLS SHORT 


Evidently the explosive was 
hurled at an entrance of the 
school on the Peyton Street side, 
Little said. Police were inclined to 
believe the charge fell short of the 
entrance instead of striking the 
door facing and bouncing back 
into the street. 


Investigators also were working 
on the theory that the explosive 
was hurled by a person standing 
on the ground instead of someone 
passing in a car. 


Little said the investigation was 
not confined strictly to Atlanta.

Others ran out- 
side in night clothes to investi- 
gate. 


The force of the blast stripped 
foliage from an evergreen tree 
at the entrance. Slivers of glass 
from broken windows were driven 
into walls like arrows. Window 
shades were shredded. Venetian 
blinds were ripped apart. Window 
latches were ripped away. 


In homes nearby, windows 
were broken and pictures jarred 
from the walls. In some in- 
stances walls were cracked. 


The blast ripped a strip of 
chrome from the fender of an 
auto parked 45 feet away.

Britain Prods U.S. 
On Seat for China

LONDON—The British government hopes to dis- 
cuss the admission of Communist China to the United 
Nations with the new American administration. 


Joseph B. Godber, undersecre- | 


tary for foreign affairs, made it 
clear to the House of Commons 
Monday that the British view is 
“we think she (Communist 
China) should be in.”’ 


The government doesn’t know 
what the policy of Sen. Kennedy’s 
administration will be, he said, 
but “we hope to discuss this 
question with them at an early 
stage.”’ 


LEAVES NO DOUBT 


The government spokesman left 
no doubt as to Britain's view. 
This is that every government in 
clear control of its territory 
should be admitted to the United 
Nations and a country as large as 
“the People’s Republic of China 
was better in the United Nations 
than out of it.” 


This didn’t mean, he _empha- 
sized, that China or any other 
country had a prescriptive right 
to membership. “I say simply 
that, as a practical matter, we 
think she should be in.”’ 


MOTION FAILS 


Godber’s admission of the gov- 
ernment’s readiness to raise the 
issue with the United States proved 
decisive in the rejection of a mo- 
tion censuring the government’s 
policy on Peiping’s entry into 
the United Nations. 


A private member’s motion put 


down by Desmond Donnelly, Labor 
M.P., was defeated by 259 to 177. 
But the debate demonstrated the 
strength of the support on both 
conservative and labor benches 
for China’s admission to the United 
Nations at the earliest possible 
moment. 


Donnelly had demanded that 
the government make admission 
of China the first item of its first 
conference with .the new admin- 
istration. Godber went a long way 
toward accepting this demand.

Your Choice of Toys 
May Cause Accidents! 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Memo to Santa's helpers: 


“Don't stock up on toys capable of causing unnecessary acci- 
dents resulting in death, injury or disease.” 


The memo’'s from the accident prevention committee of the 


American Academy of Pediatrics. 


The experts are concerned because the academy’s file of 
tragic accidents—avoidable through the selection of safe toys— 
grows fatter every year around Christmas. 


“In the guidance of the choice of toys, several important 
principles should be considered,’ the committee told United Press 


International. 


“Children do not only love and become attached to toys, but 
will also tear, break, throw, mouth and bite them. They will 
also place small parts of toys into the nose, mouth or ears.” 


SHARP EDGES BANNED 


The pediatricians urge the choice of toys which are sturdy 


and will not come apart easily. 


They ban toys with sharp edges. 


“And if toys are made of plastic material,’ the committee 
said, “‘be sure that they are not flimsy and break into small bits 
which may be inserted into nose, mouth or ears. 


“Toys which are made of cast iron are too heavy. The small 
child needs these like a hole in the head, which they are liable 


to give him.” 


The experts consider some stuffed toys objectionable because 
they become dirty and can carry harmful germs—but most of all 
because they can become allergenic .and may cause eczema, hay 
fever and asthma in some children. 


“Statistics have shown that about 10 per cent of the popula- 


tion is potentially allergic,” the committee said. 


“If children pre- 


fer soft or cuddly toys, these should be made of orlon or terry 
cloth and stuffed with foam rubber. 


“They should be furnished with a zipper so that the inside of 
the toy can be removed and the outside washed and sterilized 


. periodically.” 


TOY DOLLARS STRETCHED 


The experts also warn against trying to make your toy dollars 
stretch beyond the limits of. safety. 


‘Ask yourselves .whether the toys are made with flammable 


material,’’ the committee said. 


“Are they made of lead or painted with lead for possible 


candidates, of lead poisoning?

_ But even safe toys can cause accidents. The committee said 
children should be trained—by example—to stow away their toys 
in their rightful places and not leave them scattered all over 
the room and stairs where they can cause serious falls.

Atlanta shoppers have a staff of experts at their 
elbow to help make the most of their time during 
holiday season sales: They can take advantage of the 
experts trial-and-error investigation on Christmas 


shopping. 


With only two weeks left un- 
til Christmas, the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau of Metropolitan At- 
lanta, Inc., today offered a 
dozen tips on how to buy. gifts 
wisely and avoid mistakes in 
Christmas shopping. It all starts 
with a plan. 


1. HAVE A PLAN: Plan your 
purchasing requirements at 
home BEFORE you venture into 
the market place. Make a list 
of your needs, with alternates, 
and where you expect to buy 
them. Include such necessary 
details as correct size, type or 
style, color, price range, brand 
preferences, etc., etc. 


2. CHOOSE WISELY: Choose 
your gift items carefully with 
a view toward satisfying the 
needs and desires of recipients 
and their likes and dislikes, 
rather than your own. In buy- 
ing expensive lifetime gifts, con- 
sult with the recipients’ inti- 
mates, or with the recipient 
himself, or herself, so as to 
be sure your selection will meet 
with genuine approval. 


3. SAVE TIME: Conserve your 
time and energy by planning 
your shopping trips efficiently 
so aS to avoid aimless shopping. 
Place orders by telephone or by 
mail when feasible. In case of 
doubt as to whether a particu- 
lar store carries a_ particular 
article, find out in advance by 
telephoning the store. 


4. KNOW STORE POLICIES: 
Deal with firms of known re- 
liability. Know what their polli- 
cies are on guarantees, ex- 
changes, refunds and deposits. 
Remember that when you buy 
an article it is YOURS and the 
merchant is not obliged to 
buy it back. If he does, remem- 
ber that it is a matter of store 
policy not a “‘right’’ to which 
you are entitled. Remember, 
too, that absence of a sign say- 
ing “No Refunds’’ does _ not 
necessarily mean that the store 
gives refunds. The same goes 
for deposits. 


5. EXAMINE AFTER DELIV- 
ERY: Examine the merchan- 
dise you buy after delivery. 
Make sure it is what you or- 
dered and in good condition. If 
necessary, make exchanges, due 
to errors, breakage and defects 
BEFORE Christmas.

7. CHECK NAMES, AD- 
DRESSES: Be sure that the 
store clerks who take your 
orders record your name and 
address, or the name and ad- 
dress of recipients of your pack- 
ages correctly. On orders you 
send by mail, print your name 
and address legibly. 


8. BE HOME FOR DELIV- 
ERIES: Cooperate with stores 
by carrying small packages. Be 
prepared to receive deliveries 
when made. 


9. SHOP EARLY: Allow suf- 
ficient time for delivery before 
Christmas of all gift items, 
particularly those ordered by 
mail. Exchanges before Christ- 
mas, in the event of dissatisfac- 
tion on mail order purchases, 
may otherwise be impossible. 


10. BE INFORMED ON TIME 
PURCHASES: If you purchase 
Christmas gifts on time, know 
what the carrying charges will 
be and what the total cost will 
be, as compared to the cash 
price. Learn what the legal 
rates are in your area on in- 
stallment purchases so as to 
avoid exorbitant rates. Insist 
upon the itemization of all 
credit charges. Do not sign in 
blank. Get a completely filled- 
in copy of the contract. Read 
Before You Sign! 


11. GUARD YOUR VALU- 
ABLES: Guard your pocketbook, 
charge plates and credit cards, 
and the packages you carry at 
all times. Protect yourself 
against the pickpockets and 
thicves who flourish at Christ- 
mas time. 


12. BE FAIR: Treat merch- 
ants with the same golden rule 
fairness with which you expect 
to be treated. Don’t ask mer- 
chants for cash refunds or ex- 
changes ._on Christmas _ gifts 
which you receive. Don’t abuse 
the return privilege where ex- 
tended.—Betty Carrollton.

Judging from the impressive manner in which 
Southeastern Conference teams dribbled out of the 
starting gate, the current race may be the finest ever 
in Bernie Moore’s circuit. 


Coaches are fond of saying that the league has more balance 
than ever before, and that appears an accurate statement this 
outing. 


There are at least seven bona fide candidates for the crown. 

Se Auburn, Vanderbilt, Georgia Tech, Tennessee, Miss. 

; ee S State and Tulane figure to bat above 

-* 500. The odds are longer on Ole Miss, 

Florida, LSU and Georgia. Only Ala- 

bama appears to be out of it at this 
juncture. 


Coach Adolph Rupp obviously does 
not have a typical Kentucky mount in 
the derby. The upset administered by 
Florida State proved that the field 
won’t be overmatched against Ken- 
tucky. 


On the other hand, you never count 
the Baron out. His outfit rebounded 
from the FSU shocker and whipped 
Notre Dame in Louisville. 


The last time Kentucky was 
discounted at the outset, Rupp led 
his men to an NCAA crown. That 
was in 1958. Rupp was among the 
majority who didn’t believe his 
team would amount to much. 


He labeled them a bunch of “‘fiddlers,”” but they wound up in 
Carnegie Hall. I recall his bewildered reaction after Tech gave the 
Wildcats a lesson at Alex Hall. 


“This team is teaching me things about the game that I never 
knew before, and I have been in this game a long time,’ ’ the Baron 
fumed. “‘We are going to start all over.” 


Harry Lancaster, long-time aide and heir to the Kentucky 
throne, was more critical. A man remarked that Rupp, who had 
become somewhat excited during the contest, was likely to have 
another heart attack if he didn't relax at courtside. 


“Not and leave me with this team,’ Lancaster solemnly 
quipped.

Rupp laughed louder than anyone else. The Wildcats started all 
over and went all the way. Most conference observers agree that 
was his Mona Lisa as a coach. He may have to duplicate the feat 
to win this year. 


Sticking with last season’s champion may be the easiest method 
to handicap the Dixie Derby. Joel Eaves, the shrewd Auburn pro- 
fessor, has the knack of getting more out of his men than any coach 
except Rupp. 


As long as Eaves is at the helm, Auburn will be a contender. 
The Plainsmen compiled a worksheet of 12-2 to nose out Tech in 
the SEC chase and lost only three of 22 games against all comers. 
If memory serves, Auburn has won 53 of its last 58 court bouts. 
Over a three-season span, Auburn has logged a 35-7 SEC chart, the 
best in the league. 


Rolling into the Bluegrass tournament in Louisville Mon- 
day night, Georgia Tech was one of five unbeaten SEC brethren. 
The Engineers have the potential to become Whack Hyder’s 
greatest team. They are shy of experience, however, which may 
prove extremely costly on the road. Tech definitely belongs in 
the upper bracket. 


Red Lawson has a veteran team at Georgia which should re- 
bound from a mediocre start. The Bulldogs positively have more 
talent than they displayed against Tech and South Carolina. This 
could be Georgia’s first winning season in the conference in 21 years. 


Tennessee figures to improve on its break-even 7-7 record last 
season. The Vols move into tournament play in Pittsburgh after 
winning three home-court tune-ups.

Vanderbilt figures to be there or thereabouts at the wire. Bob 
Polk's troops have shot down Michigan, Florida State and SMU 
with amazing ease. They made their first road appearance Monday 
night against Alabama. 


Babe McCarthy, who reminded one and all last season that they 
should see his Miss. State freshman team, is proudly displaying the 
youngsters as sophomores. State is rowing in the same boat with 
Georgia Tech. The Maroons have ability, but there’s no substitute 
for experience. 


Mississippi, which in recent seasons has been attempting to 
round up a basketball team the football team will be proud of, 
is achieving success. The Rebels gave Arkansas, one of the 
Southwest’s best, a rough tussle before bowing Saturday night in 
Memphis. 


A basketball power in the days of Bob Pettit, LSU is making 
progress on the long road back, but neighboring Tulane appears 
a cinch to reign as champion of Louisiana.

WASHINGTON (#—Former 
lightweight king Ike Williams, a 
$46-a-week warehouseman who 
once made a million in the ring, 
said Monday he regrets spurning 
bribes to lose fights and the title 
he cherished. 


Williams conceded before Sen- 
ate investigators that his man- 
ager, Frank (Blinky) Palermo, 
had relayed offers of more than

Unknown parties, he testified, 
were willing to pass $100,000 under 
the table to guarantee his defeat 
by Kid Gavilan in a nontitle bout 
at New York in January 1949.

The State Department of Agri- 
¢ulture declared Monday that 
wildlife specialists surveying 
Areas treated for fire ants in 
Georgia “have not found any 
significant loss of wildlife.” 

» The department statement was 
made in reply to a statement 


contained in an article published. 


in the Sunday Journal-Constitu- 
tion saying the eradication pro- 
gram “has killed everything ex- 
¢ept the fire ant.” 


- “There has been a great deal 
pf scare material put out in print- 
ed form but to date no one claim- 
Ing heavy wildlife losses has pre- 
sented any concrete evidence of 
Such losses,” the statement said. 


“Fire ant eradiction meas- 
“ures in Georgia are being 
-Carried out under a carefully 
‘planned program designed speci- 
‘fically to prevent wildlife and 
“other animal losses. 


“In addition, the U.S. Public 
Health Service has studied the 
treatment program as it is being 
carried out in this state and ap- 
proved the program as not being 
dangerous to public health.” 


At the same time, Agriculture 
<ommissioner Phil Campbell, in 
‘an editorial appearing in the 
Market Bulletin, urged farmers 
and sportsmen to “‘join hands in 
a united effort to protect and 
improve our wildlife populations.” 


Campbell specifically pointed to 
the work of the Georgia Sports- 
men’s Federation in conserving 
‘.resources and said it “offers the 
nucleus around which such a co- 

operative effort on behalf of both
